LUGUBRIOUS LUCY. 
Mrs. A narchist Parsons D eclares that 
Ktvers of B lood M ust ltun. 
C hicago, December 30th.— The Anarchist, 
Mrs. Parsons, the dark-skinned widow, to-day 
made good her boast that she would speak in 
Chicago in spite ol the police. It was in 
Wayerly Hall, one square from Mayor Roche's 
office, and is the same place which was closed 
against her a week ago. Four hundred people 
were crowded into the pokey little auditorium 
ana many others choked up the entrance and 
Se 
Tlle meetiDg was one 
called by the Socialistic Labor Party to transact 
business, and for the promotion of socialistic 
doctrines. 
The proceedings opened with the introduc­ 
tion of a resolution condemning the police for 
their recent "law less'' interference with public 
meetings. The resolution was unanimously 
adopten. "Tom m y” Morgan, a Socialist, was 
the nrst speaker. He said the employment of 
force by workingmen was futile. It appealed to 
the lowest instincts of mankind, and was wrong 
from a moral, intellectual and practical stand­ 
point. Us impracticability had been demon 
strated in the city by the Haymarket affair and 
its results. The haDged Anarchis’s was proof 
eu ugh that force was impracticable. 
The meeting was then opened to any one who 
wanted to talk ten minutes. Mrs. Parsons arose, 
and the crowd cheered when it saw her familiar 
face. ‘ I should like very much some of these 
days to answer the assertions Mr Morgan has 
made against those who are dead,” said she 
“ but the ukase has gone 
forth from 
Roche aud Lord Boutield that I am never 
to make another speecn iu Chicago, and that 
I am to be forever deprived of that liberty under 
the Constitution. But I cannot sit here quietly 
aud hear it said that those who are dead and 
silent in their tombs had anything to do with 
the throwing of the Haymarket bombs, though 
In the war against tyrants all things are justifia­ 
ble. Those who say anything else are curs. 
They were miserable curs who on Sunday night 
allowed themselves to be driven away irorn this 
hall by the police.” 
Mrs. Parsons then read what purported to be 
aa extract from a speech of Thomas Jefferson 
in which occurred these words: ‘ God forbid 
that any country should be for twenty years 
without a rebellion.” ‘‘Did Parsons or Spies 
ever utter anything more revolutionary 
thanthat?” said Mrs. Parsons. “It has been 
said tnat dead martyrs are no good, but this 
memory is dear to us, and a perpetual impira- 
tion, because they died before they would ask 
pardon for deeds they did not do. When liberty 
shall be crowned with immortality the bright­ 
est names in her crown w ill be those of Par­ 
sons, Spies, Fischer and Engle, who died for 
her. iCheers.] I am for peace, on principle. If 
you see two rival armies approaching each 
other and take a poll of the men, you will find 
that riiue-tenth8 of them are for peace, but they 
arc borne on by a force irresistible to the con­ 
flict. Before we can have peace in a society 
like our own, rivers of blood will have to run ” 
[ Applause. J 
The Chairman interrupted Mrs. Pars ms. and 
said that her ten minutes bad expired. A num­ 
ber ox detectives were present, but made no 
attempt to interfere. Alter a number ol 
speeches, some in a decidedly fiery vein, the 
ball was cleared and a private meeting held by 
prominent members of the Socialistic Labor 
Party. When the conference ended it was an­ 
nounced that arrangements had been made to

NO LIVES LOST. 
A Long Island Steam er on F ire—The 
Passengers Saved. 
Newport fR. I.) December SOlli.—The steamer 
Bristol, ol the Old Colony line, was burned at 
her dock here this morning, aud is a total lo s. 
She arrived Horn New Yoik about 2:30 a . m „ and 
landed all her freight and her Fall River pas­ 
sengers. There were left on board only a few 
Newport passengers aud their personal baggage. 
At 6:30 o clock, just as the last passenger train 
was drawing out of the depot, a fire was dis­ 
covered on the steamer and an alarm was at 
oncegiveu from the company's signal on the 
premises. Tile fire started near the kitchen 
aud spread wiih great rapidity, tendering futile 
all ellorts to stop its progress. Three alarms 
were sounded in rapid succession. Thousands 
of citizens were also attracted to the spot bv the 
brilliant illumination, aud the volume oi lire 
and clouds of smoke which arose from the burn 
ing steamer. 
The fire apparatus on the steamer was brought 
into use as soon as the flames were discovered 
and the crew worked with great vigor to save 
the boat, but the joiner-work of the staterooms, 
saloon and stairways was as dry as tinder, and 
the draffs through the steamer caused a fearful 
and rapid spread of the flames, so that belore 
the city fire department arrived there was a 
mass of lire sweeping her almost from stem to 
stern. 
Some of the passengers still on board did not 
understand ilie meaning of ihe first alarm, and 
were only aroused by the crackling of the flames 
near by. All succeeded in escaping, but some 
with only a portion of their clothing and others 
by crawling over the railway near the burning 
timbers. 
One man with two little children, who occu­ 
pied a stateroom, was awakened by the sound 
of crackling flames near by, and only escaped 
with his little ones undressed, but with their 
clothing in their hands. 
Another young man h id to borrow clothing 
in which to go to his home in this city. A!1 the 
personal baggage of the passengers w as saved. 


THEY W ANT DIVISION. 
The Drift of Public sentim ent cn Ihe 
Division of Dakota. 
St. Paul, December 30th.—A vote lias been 
taken by the Deadwood, Dak , paper on the 
question Of single or double Statehood, aud it is 
shown that a little more than five-sixths of 
those answering are in favor of division aud 
admission as two States. The answers received 
are from virions parts of Southern Dakota, and 
those voting are of all occnpitions and ail polit­ 
ical faiLhs. 
This vote is believed to be a fair representa­ 
tion of public sentiment on the matter, which is 
daily growing stronger. It is generally believed 
that oivisiou and admission arc simply ques­ 
tions of time, and while waiting the outcome 
with considerable anxiety the people have al­ 
ready begun to look after the prizes to be se­ 
cured when two new States are introduced. 
Every move at tbc national capital is watched 
for eagerly, while a number of Dakota towns 
are looking after their fences, and generally 
brushing up, in the hope that they may become 
seats or government. While few towns are 
especially anxious to secure that plum, all are 
uuited in efforts to bring settlers into the soon 
to-be States.

Sometime since 
these statements were iorwarded to Governor 
Taylor, with a request to deny or affirm them 
for publication, but the Governor has failed to 
reply so far. 
TH E TARIFF BILL. 
The Finance Com m ittee Striving to M ake 
the M easure More Perfect. 
W a sh in g t o n , December 30th.—Messrs. Allison, 
Aldrich and Hiscock, of the Senate Finance 
Committee, are going over those portions of the 
tariff bill to which it is contemplated to offer 
amendments, 'i here are several paragraphs ot 
the metal schedule upon whioh action was de­ 
ferred and on which some Western Senators 
believe the rates should be reduecd. The sugar 
and lumber schedule will also cause consider 
able labor to make them acceptable to the Sen­ 
ators from Kansas, Nebraska and California. It 
is expected, however, that the committee will 
be able to frame such amendments and offer 
such concessions as will make the bill accept­ 
able and m aintain tbe Republicans in a united 
front. 
The consideration of the bill will be resumed 
by the Senate on Wednesday, beginning with 
the cotton schedule. This portion of the bill was 
prepared with great care after consultation with 
all the interests involved, and it is not likely 
that any material amendments will be allowed, 
The biil will he pushsd as rapidly as is consist­ 
ent with its intelligent consideration, so that it 
may be completed in Committee of the Whole 
iu time to have the prepared amendments con­ 
sidered in the Senate prior to January 21st, 
upon which day voting on the bill and amend­ 
ments will begin. 
There are three general appropriation bills 
before the Senate Committee ou Appropriations, 
but it is proposed to withhold these until the 
tariff bill is disposed of. In the meantime, how­ 
ever, the committee will have these bills ready 
for action by the Senate as soon as the tariff is 
out ol the way. 
A M EXICAN JO K E. 
A Plausible Explanation of the Absurd 
Telegram from E! Paso. 
W a s h in g t o n , December 30th.—Senor Romero, 
the Mexican Minister, said to an Associated 
1’refs reporter to night that he did not believe 
any such occurrences had taken place in the 
City of Mexico as were stated to have happened 
in a special dispatch from El I’aso, Tex., pur­ 
porting to give an account of a great Clerical 
uprising in the Mexican Capital, iu which over 
two hundred people, including seventy priests, 
had been killed and a great number of priests 
captured and ordered shot. Senor Romero said 
that if anything of such magnitude nad taken 
place we should have heard of it by cable via 
Galveston, and not have read tbe first iutima- 
tion of the affair from El Paso. " Besides.” he 
said. " I have official dispatches by cable up to 
last Friday evening, and they do not say a word 
about it. if any such thing bad happened tbev 
would have said something about it, especially 
if it had snch an endiDg as given in tbe pub­ 
lished dispatch.”

Experiences of a W recked Crew on San 
D om ingo Island. 
N hw Y o r k , December 30th.—Amonz the pas­ 
sengers on the steamer George W. Clyde, which 
arrived lo-dav, were the crew of the Norwegian 
brig Anne, which was wrecked 160 m ile, 'rom 
•San Domingo City, which port she left Novem­ 
ber 18th for Liverpool. The crew went ashore, 
which they found a wild and harten place. 
They rai-cd two tents with cloth which, among 
other things, they succeeded in bringing w-ith 
them. One was for the Captaiu, aud the other 
for the crew. 
Here they remained nine days exposed to 
hardships ami attacks of bushmen, who were 
found iu the neighborhood. During the nights 
these half-savages, who were negroes, hall clad 
or dressed in fantastic costumes, plundered the 
brig of provisions and stole the clothes of the 
erew which had been left on the boat. The crew 
feared to offer resistance, the bushmen being 
armed with knives and guns, and being men ol 
immense stature. The Captain succeeded in 
laving the instruments, the remaining property 
goinv as booty to the robbers. 
After nine days of constant fear and exposure 
they were rescued by the Konowar, which 
happened to come in the neighborhood, aud 
were taken to Barcelona, whence they went to 
San Domingo and were taken on board by the 
George VV. Clyde. The Captain remained in 
the south, where he will attempt to dispose of 
the cargo which the bushmen could not carry 
away. and possibly regain possession of the 
stranded brig.

WHAT IT COSTS TO SUPPORT AN 
IMPERIAL FAMILY. 


The Haniloub Rebels May Surrender 
A Countess Goes Insane at an 
Opera—Atrocious Deeds. 
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TH E HAYTIAN REVOLT. 
Serloua Fighting Reported in the Streets 
of Jacm el and Port-au-Prince* 
N e w Y o r k , December 30th.—The steamship 
Prince Mauntz arrived from Hayti yesterday, 
and reports a battle in the streets of Jacmel on 
the 20th inst., between the forces of Legitime 
and Hippolytc. The firing began at daybreak 
and continued for one hour, 
a lull followed, 
and then came a renewal of hostilities. Many 
houses were set ou fire, and half the town was 
burning when the steamship slipped her moor­ 
ings. There appeared to be about two hundred 
combatants on each side, unoilicered. ihe ma­ 
jority drunk aud few seemingly injured by the 
wild shooting. Jacmel has had daily’ riots lor 
some time. Mobs control the plac¿ aud no one 
is safe. 
AT PORT-AU-PRINCE. 
The steamship brings news also of a condition 
of affairs at Port-au-Prince similar to that at 
Jacmel, though on a less serious scale. There 
has been no fighting there, but no one is safe. 
The American vessel Haytian Republic lav an­ 
chored, fairly covered with American flags dis­ 
played in great profusion. 
A British gunboat arrived at Port-au-Prince on 
the 21st inst. The next day Admiral Luce re­ 
ceived Legitime on board the Galena. 
All the blacks in Hayti are bent on war. It is 
impossible to hire any one to help unload 
vessel a. ______________

H aytian Cruiser Intim idating an 
Am erican M erchantm an. 
N e w Y o r k , December 30th.—The steamer 
George W. Clyde arrived to day, bringing the 
latest news irom Hayti. Arriving at Monte 
Cristo December 18th, she was approached by 
boats from the Haytian cruiser Toussaiut, which 
rowed around her twice while the cruiser 
pointed a gun at her. The steamer Manzel was 
in company with the Toussaiut. The Manzel on 
December 22d intercepted the small schooner 
Aurora from Turk’s Island and took the Cap­ 
tain and crew and placed them in irons. They 
then took the crew of a wrecked brig and com­ 
pelled them to man the Au ora. Twenty-four 
hours after they dismissed them. 
Hippolyte is making a stro ngfight, and openly 
boasts that he will soon be in control of the 
island. 


THEY FEEL INSULTED. 
A Growl From a H aytian Journal About 
the A iueilcau “ O utrage.” 
New York, December 30th.—The following is 
a translation of an extract from La IVrrt of De­ 
cember 22d, a paper published at Port-au-Prince: 
“ On Tuesday morning the population of this 
City was su»prised to see an American naval 
vessel enter the inner harbor. She entered 
without a pilot on board, or making com­ 
munication with the land, nor did she fire 
the usual salute. She immediately steamed 
alongside the Haytian Republic and put a gar­ 
rison of men onboard. At the same time an­ 
other United States naval vessel lay iu the outer 
harbor. This conduct of the Americans sur­ 
passes all possible attempts at explanation. 
They are acting under the doctrine of ‘ might 
makes right.’ It is sad that a friendly nation 
should offer to us outrages and insult, especially 
that of the United States. We have confidence 
that the humiliation will not be visited upon us 
again.”

N e w Y o r k December 30th.—The news of 
Jackson's victory was almost wholly unex­ 
pected by ► astern sporting men, who looked 
upon Joe McAuliffe, in a measure, as the com­ 
ing champion The notable exception was Tom 
Lees, the Australian boxer, who fought ami was 
defeated by Jackson in Australia.

Boy iu England. 
L o n d o n, December30th. —The m uti'ated body 
of a boy was found in an outhouse at Bradford 
yesterday morning.

IR tbH LANDLORDISM . 
W hat an Am erican Learned on a Visit to 
the Oreen Isle. 
Philadelphia, December 30th. — At yester­ 
day’s session of the American Economic Asso­ 
ciation, Professor Thomas Elliott Thompson, of 
the University of Pennsylvania, read an ex­ 
haustive paper on the condition of the Irish peo­ 
ple. He stated that the food products of Ireland 
in a year were sufficient to feed .iost twice the 
number of people that live upon the island. 
“ Nearly every vessel,” the reader said. “ that 
leaves the coast of Ireland is loaded with food 
products, even in famine years. These products 
must be exported to pay rents to absentee land­ 
lords, and to pay for everything used by the 
Irish, since there are no productive manufactur­ 
ing industries in the country.” Estimates placed 
the Irish rental spent by absentee landlords at 
one-third of the whole. 
The desire of the Irish peasant is to become a 
landlord himself. Lord Dufferiu tells of one 
piece of laud which was let aud sub-let eleven 
times—eleven landlords all piled on top of the 
poor fellow digging potatoes at the bottom, aud 
each and all making a profit out of him. 
“ Mv inference,” said Professor Thompson, “is 
that Ireland needs no special land laws, and 
has had more harm than benefit from the two 
already enacted, and that the cure of her eco­ 
nomic miseries must be sought in ether quart­ 
ers.” 
AN ENCYCLICAL. 
Tb© 1’ope D eplores W hat H e Regards as 
tb© Evil Tendencies of tb© Day. 
R o m e, December 30th.—Opening with the 
words’ “ Exunte jam. anno,’ the Papal encycli­ 
cal thanks God for the consolations which* the 
iubilee rejoieing have brought to the Pope, and 
his Holiness thanks the Catholic world for its 
tokens of affection and devotion. Turning to 
re’igious matters, the encjclical complains that 
the tendency of the age i» toward material in­ 
terests, and that the tendency is strengthened 
by worldly pride, an evil press and drama, de­ 
moralization.of the arts and changed education 
in the schools, with their materialistic and 
atheistic teaching. Secularism, nihilism and 
communism, it ►ays» are also the outcomes of 
this addiction to material things. The Pope at­ 
tended a te deum service iu St. Peter’s to-day to 
mark the close of the jubilee.

It is reported that tbe Chancellor will 
inform the Reichstag that an additional! Í350,- 
000 is required, owing to the exp-ndituies in­ 
volved in the increased duties of the head of 
the empire.

THE PARIS EXPOSITieii-IMPORTANT 
CONSIDERATIONS WHICH CANNOT BE 
IGNORED. 
_______ 
The Government of the United States 
appropriated $2*50,000 to secure to this 
country a proper representation of its in- 
du-tries in the Exposition Universal, pro­ 
jected by the French Government, for the 
year 1889. This sum distributed among 
the Sutes gives about $6,500 to each State. 
The Commissioner-General has left the 
collection of the exhibit very largely to 
the Commissioner of Agriculture. 
At 
least, so far as Pacific coast observation 
goes, the representatives of the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture have had full charge 
of the collection of exhibits. The work 
has iiten completed by the two Commis­ 
sioners appointed by the Commissioner of 
Agriculture at Washington, and the result 
e a part of a carload of material, composed 
chiefly of the grape and its products, is to 
be f a warded this week to the Commis­ 
sioner-General, at New York, for trans­ 
portation to Pans. 
The gentlemen who have had charge of 
the exhibit for California have been paid 
a - ilary and expenses, and, therefore, had 
funds with which to make an exhibit in 
Paris on the part of our State. There is a 
ien.se, therefore, in which California’s 
si: -e of the space alloted to the United 
States is now fully occupied. In fact it 
may be said, upon authority of Commis- 
sioner-Generai Franklin, that no more 
space can be given to the States of this 
Union. 
The plan of the Paris Exposition is to 
divide the world’s industry into nine gen­ 
eral classifications-; to suiter no State or 
country to make a collective exhibition 
embracing in the one collection the nine 
subdivisions of the great exposition. When 
the California exhibit already collected 
arrives in Paris, therefore, it will 
e 
distributed 
into 
nine 
small 
portions. If it were collected equally 
from each of the leading industries—in 
short, if each, leading industry of the State 
has had its due representation in the col­ 
ic lion, one-ninth of this part of a car­ 
lo,id would be allotted to each of the nine 
clo—ifications, and since California is one 
thirty-eighth of the Union, and since, 
pc-rphaps, so far as manufacturing industry 
is concerned, she is less than one hun­ 
dredth, the outlook promises that in any 
department of human industry where 
C uiiornia may be found at all, she will be 
classified with the whole of the United 
States, in each separate division repre­ 
sented by one-ninth of her exhibit, and 
relating to the whole as one-hundredth. 
Therefore the production which will rep­ 
resent her, arithmetically expressed, is 
one nine-hundredth. There is further at­ 
tenuation to be found in the fact that the 
United States does not relate to the rest of 
the world as one to fifty. Among the 
places represented the United States will 
h< ld the relation of one-fiftieth. When 
therefore, the California production comes 
to tie measured up agaiust the world, it 
null be one nine-hundredth of one-fiftieth- 
Hut the industries of California have not 
been fairly represented by the representa­ 
tives of the Department of Agriculture. 
The appropriation made available to this 
State has been devoted chiefly to the wine 
in-:-istry. The Governor of the State ap­ 
pointed two Commissioners, but the Com- 
mi-ioner of Agriculture ignored them, 
their fitness and their experience, passed 
over their heads and appointed agents of 
h 
iwn. The result is a partial, one­ 
sided exhibit, relating to a single indus- 
ti , to the obvious exclusion of all others. 
These facts establish conclusively the en­ 
tire unfitness of the Commissioner of Agri­ 
en': ¡¡re at Washington to collect an ex- 
1: it which would adequately illustrate 
tlie climatic and other advantages of Cali­ 
fornia. That his work was not done intel­ 
ligently follows legitimately out of that 
other fact that he does not possess any 
intelligence on the subject. 
Committees from various commercial or­ 
ganizations, including the Chamber of 
Commerce, State Board of Trade, Manu­ 
facturer’s Association, Produce Exchange, 
et'-., assembled in San Francisco the other 
d; v, having present with them the repre­ 
sentative of the Department of Agriculture 
at Washington. They were apprised of 
the entire situation. Letters from General 
Franklin and from the Commissi*.ner of 
Agriculture were read, transmitting letters 
from the Commissioners in charge of the 
Exposition in Paris. It became conclu­ 
sively apparent that no space would be 
allowed to California other than the one 
nine-hundredth part of the United States 
in each of the nine great classifications, or 
tie- one five-thousandth part of the world. 
Such -ai exhibition is by far too micro­ 
scopic to attract attention or to produce 
any good results. The committee, there­ 
for,-. very judiciously decided that unless 
park-space upon which to erect a building 
in which an instructive State display for 
California could be made, that all eflort in 
that direction should lie abandoned. In 
fact, the committee had no choice in the 
premises. They were informed distinctly 
that no separate space could be allowed to 
California : that no collective exhibition 
would be permitted to California ; that the 
space taken by the United States Govern­ 
ment and allotted to America was already 
full. Practically they fouud the doors of 
the Paris Exposition closed to them, or at 
least closed to any addition to that already 
made by the Commissioner of Agriculture 
at Washington, and what that public 
functionary has done we have already ade­ 
quately noted. 
Ihe comnottee has made a virtue of 
necessity by declaring that unless they 
car, make a separate and co'foctive exhibit 
apart from the great Wot s Exhibition, 
it will not be judicious to go farther 
into the matter. Since it was imjtossibfe 
to make a collective exhibit, and since it 
was impossible to secure space for addi­ 
tional exhibits, the committee might have 
saved itself some elocutionary effort by 
saying that it was not judicious to make 
an exhibition in Paris unless an exhibi­ 
tion could he made. Thus the matter 
s ends. If California is to be represented 
at the World’s Fair in Paris in 1889 be­ 
yond the representation and illustration 
meagcrlv accorded by the Commissioner of 
Agriculture, she must obtain park space, 


erect a building, collect exhibits and run 
a little World’s Fair of her own. There 
is some promise of advantage in this prop,- ] 
osition; there appears tobe none in any 
other direction. If the Commissioner of 
Agriculture at Washington had handed to 
the Commissioners appointed by his Ex­ 
cellency, the Governor, the proportionate 
hare of California, and that money had 
been supplemented by such voluntary con­ 
tributions as would have been made and 
such tender of articles for exhibition, 
free, as conld have been collected, Califor­ 
nia would have received better attention, 
more adequate representation, and would 
have enjoyed correspondingly greater 
benefits. 
What the Representatives of this State 
have l>een doing in Congress in this and 
other public matters touching the inter­ 
ests of the State they represent, we are 
not advised. We presume they are act­ 
ing very efficiently. We have with much 
pride characterized such of them as have 
been candidates of our party as men of 
ability, energy and efficiency, and 
we are not disposed to retract. It 
would, however, give us much pleas­ 
ure io see the gentlemen upon whom 
we have bestowed these high compli­ 
ments manifest some regard for our repu­ 
tation for veracity, by verifying the good 
opinion we have entertained of them and 
the partiality of their constituency, by 
occasionally showine some regard for the 
interests of the ¡leople they represent. 
Perhaps, however, this matter of repre­ 
sentation at Paris lias not been deemed 
worthy of the attention of our honorable 
Representatives. 
Pei haps the opportu­ 
nity of advertising the manifold possibili- 
sies of our country to the world is of 
small value. Opinions concerning this, 
however, are widely at variance. There 
are people who believe that the future of 
California de¡>ends upon a thorough ex­ 
position of the possibilites of its climate 
and its general desirableness as a place of 
residence. 
We are attempting to found an empire 
here on the Pacific slope. The founding 
of empires is not the work of pigmies. 
Great countries are produced by great 
men. Whatever the advantages of soil or 
climate may be, it takes a superior race to 
•make those advantages available to man­ 
kind. The climates and soils of Califor­ 
nia were under aboriginal rule exactly 
what they were under Mexican control. 
They have remained the same under 
American settlement. The difference be­ 
tween what the State exhibits to-day in 
the way of progress towards a higher 
plane of civilization is not the difference 
of soils, of rivers, of rainfall, of trees or of 
rocks; in short, of territorial area or cli­ 
matic condition. It is attributable solely 
to the difference of motive and purpose 
and the difference in the exaltation of the 
lite; the nobleness of the personality of 
those who now till its soil, direct its com­ 
merce and control its civilizing influences. 


A FLATTENED SENSATION. 
The San Francisco Examiner's attempted 
sensation has flattened out, and that jour­ 
nal is now hedging for all it is worth. 
The only effect its folly can have will be to 
create a false impression at the East. As 
we said on Saturday, the labor conditions 
to-day are precisely what they were on 
election day. No intelligent man ever ex­ 
pected the transition from the condition 
of Chinese cheap labor to substitution for 
it of white labor at good wages to be made 
without some friction. But that any “ in­ 
dustrial crisis ” is upon us, is absurd. The 
two things of all others for which the peo­ 
ple have been laboring is the institution 
of a system of small land holdings and the 
substitution for servile cheap labor, of well- 
paid labor by men and women who con­ 
tribute to State-building and development- 
The one foremost argument in all these 
years of anti-Chinese agitation has been 
that ( hiñese cheap labor lias been a bar­ 
rier to the coining in of the workers we 
have most needed and whom we are now 
certain to receive; moreover, it has been 
the one chief cause that has kept our resi­ 
dent workers out of the field of product­ 
ive industry. We have now arrived at a 
point where we can see the beginning of 
that diversification of agricultural indus­ 
tries that is inseparable from a labor con­ 
dition that puts the intelligent workers of 
our own race foremost, and insures their 
permanency with us, instead of the spas­ 
modic and brief employment for a few 
months in the year of a homeless and pur­ 
poseless class of workers. We are State 
building; we arc bidding for and receiving 
the permanent labor element essential to 
it, to which we have so long extended an 
invitation—an element out of which will 
spring lumes and independence and per­ 
manent prosperity, if there is this year 
or next some little inconvenience, or even 
some loss in the harvest, it will lie as 
nothing to the great end to be attained and 
in the direction of which we have in the 
last two years made such gratifying pro­ 
gress. The Examiner has succeeded in 
nothing in all this matter except to gain 
some unenviable notoriety, and to create 
false impressions concerning the labor 
fields of California, but which, fortunately, 
are being dissipated by the vigorous testi­ 
mony of the people and the press. 


A MATTER OF HDMOR. 
On the occasion of the reception of the 
Teachers’ Convention in this city last 
v. eek, when general good feeling prevailed 
and a sense of humor pervaded the assem­ 
blage, the complimentary remarks in­ 
dulged in, and the local invitation to the 
teachers ;o “take in" Sacramento and lie 
of us, brought out Mr. Madison Babcock of 
San Francisco in response, his remarks 
taking the tone of the pleasantry of the 
hour. Having been a resident of Sacra­ 
mento, and one of those who labored to 
secure the holding of the Convention here, 
he took the liberty to reply facetiously to 
some Los Angeles delegate’s raillery about 
the sunless aud very wet weather then 
prevailing, and the river disturbed by the 
storm. He explained that lie had prom­ 
ised, among other things for Sacramento, 
good weather, and amidst the great merri­ 
ment of the entire Convention he indulged 
in some bits of humor, iu comparison, about 
Los Angeles. It happens that his remarks 
have been taken with some seriousness by 
a few sensitive people in the south. Our 
friends should understand, what the types 
failed to adequately convey, that the 
speech was without a particle of harsh or 
jealous feeling, and was simply of the 
merry mood, and that its humor and wittv 
passages were thoroughly enjoyed by the 
delegates, and were by none more merrily 
applauded than by those from the south, 
who gave and took witty “hits” in the 
best of soirits.

THE RAILROADS. 
The Southern Pacific Com pany H as a 
Successful Tear. 
[S. F. Alta, December 2Sth.| 
The year just closing has been the most 
profitable the Southern Pacific Company 
has ever had. Tne returns of the last few 
months show that the remarkable increase 
of business which was so noticeable in Jan­ 
uary and February has been maintained. 
The total earnings have reached an enor­ 
mous sum, more than fulfilling Colonel 
Crocker's prediction made in Januarv, that 
they would reach $10,000,000. The operat­ 
ing expenses have kept pace vrith the in­ 
creased income, however, for tbs reason 
that the company at the end of last year 
was in no condition to handle the enor­ 
mous tonnage awaiting transportation. 
Though in a fair condition to handle a 
$28.000,000 business, neither rolling-stock 
nor road-bed were commensurate with the 
requirements of a traffic which rolled the 
company’s receipts np to so large a sum. 
The great enlargement of traffic was mainly 
brought about by the increase in popula­ 
tion. Its first result was a freight blockade, 
which caused incalculable loss; its second 
a dearth of freight cars all over I he country. 
IN ADMIRABLE CONDITION. 
The company's property, however, is 
now in an admirable condition. There is 
a sufficiency of motive power, a sufficiency 
of freight-cars and of passeuger-coaches. 
The road bed is in excellent condition ; a 
double track between Port Costa and Oak­ 
land facilitates the handling of business. 
The equipment purchased and the improve­ 
ments made, however, are all of the most 
substantial character. 
Further additions 
will be unnecessary for some time to come. 
Thus, the returns' for 1889 will probably 
show a much greater difference between 
the earnings and operating expenses, allow­ 
ing room for a fair net income, which will 
put the Southern Pacific Company on a 
level with the other dividend-paying in­ 
stitutions of the country, a dignity it has 
not yet reached. 
During the eleven 
months for which the retnrns are given, 
the California and Oregon system became a 
part of the Southern Pacific. Its revenues, 
though included, do not cut much of a fig­ 
ure, nor do they account ior the remark­ 
able increase. This road is of greater 
future than present value, its present earn­ 
ing capacity Deing confined almost to 
freight business. In the appended table 
the returns given for November are esti­ 
mated, the actual figures not being pre­ 
pared. Those for the other ten months are 
accurate:

Four People W ho H ave Been Twice 
M arried. 
The New York correspondent of the 
Baltimore American tells the following 
strange story: 
That truth is stranger than fiction has 
been shown by the matrimonial entangle­ 
ments of R. S. Wood, of 18 Exchange 
Place, this city.

Curiously 
enough, she was found to have been re­ 
married, and when Wood learned that, the 
hush-money was stopped at once.

T H E PA RIS EXPOSITION- IMPORTANT 
CONSIDERATIONS W H ICH CANNOT BE 
IGNORED. 
________ 


T he Governm ent of the U nited States 
appropriated $250,000 to secure to this 
country a proper representation of its in­ 
dustries in the Exposition U niversal, pro­ 
jected by the French G overnm ent, for the 
year 18S9. 
T his sum distributed among 
th e States gives about $6,600 to each State. 
T h e Commissioner-General has left the 
collection of the exhibit very largely to 
th e Commissioner of A griculture. 
A t 
le i.l, so far as Pacific coast observation 
goes, the representatives of the D epart­ 
m ent of A griculture have had full charge 
o f the collection of exhibits. 
T he work 
ha.-, been completed by the two Commis­ 
sioners appointed by the Commissioner of 
A griculture at W ashington, and the result 
s a part of a carload of m aterial, composed 
chiefly of the grape and its products, is to 
be forwarded this week to the Comiuis 
sioner-G eneral, at New York, for trans 
port ati on to Paris. 
The gentlemen who have had charge of 
th e exhibit for California have been paid 
a salary and expenses, and, therefore, had 
funds with which to make an exhibit in 
P iris on the part of our State. 
There is a 
sense, therefore, in 
which California’s 
sh "-e of the space allotcd to the U nited 
S t iles is now fully occupied. 
In fact it 
m ay be said, upon authority of Commis­ 
sioner-General Franklin, th at no more 
space can be given to the States of this 
U nion. 


T h e plan of th e Paris Exposition is to 
divide the world’s industry into nine gen­ 
eral classifications'; to suffer r.o State or 
country to make a collective exhibition 
em bracing in the one collection the nine 
subdivisions of the great exposition. W hen 
th e California exhibit already collected 
arriv es 
in 
Paris, 
therefore, 
it 
will 
e 
distributed 
into 
nine 
small 
portions. 
If it were collected equally 
from each of the leading industries— in 
short, if each leading industry of the State 
h a- had its due representation in the col­ 
ic lion, one-ninth of this part of a car­ 
load would be allotted to each of the nine 
classifications, and since California is one 
thirty -eig h th of the Union, and since, 
pcrphaps, so far rs m anufacturing industry 
is concerned, she is less than one hun­ 
dredth, the outlook promises th at in any 
departm ent 
of hum an industry where 
t u .turnia may be found at all, she will be 
classified w ith the whole of the U nited 
States, in each separate division repre­ 
sented by one-ninth of her exhibit, and 
relating to the whole as one-hundredth. 
Therefore, th e production which will rep­ 
resent her, arithm etically expressed, is 
one nine-hundredth. 
T here is further a t­ 
tenuation to be found in the fact th at the 
U nited States does not relate to the rest of 
th e world as one to fifty. 
Among the 
places represented the U nited States will 
hold the relation of one-fiftieth. 
W hen 
therefore, th e California production comes 
to t>e measured up against the world, it 
w ill be one nine-hundredth of one-fiftieth- 
¡ .(it the industries of California liave not 
been fairly represented by the representa­ 
tives of the D epartm ent of A griculture. 
T h e appropriation made available to this 
Sir.te has been devoted chiefly to the wine 
industry. 
The Governor of the State ap­ 
pointed two Commissioners, but the Com­ 
m issioner of A griculture ignored them, 
th e ir fitness and their experience, passed 
°Vvr th eir heads and appointed agents of 
li 
own. 
T he result is a partial, one­ 
sided exhibit, relating to a single indus­ 
try , to the obvious exclusion of all others. 
T hese facts establish conclusively the en­ 
tire unfitness of the Commissioner of A gri­ 
cu d are at W ashington to collect an ex ­ 
it 
it which would adequately illustrate 
th e clim atic and other advantages of Caii- 
furoia. 
T hat his work was not done intel­ 
lig en tly follows legitim ately out of that 
o th e r fact th at he does not possess any 
intelligence on the subject. 
Com m ittees from various commercial or­ 
ganizations, including the Chamber of 
Commerce, State Board of Trade, M anu­ 
facturer's Association, Produce Exchange, 
e t' ., assembled in San Francisco the other 
d r v, having present w ith them the repre­ 
sentative of the D epartm ent of A griculture 
a t W ashington. 
They were apprised of 
th e entire situation. 
L etters from General 
I ranklin and from the Commissioner of 
A griculture were read, transm itting letters 
from th e Commissioners in charge of the 
E xposition in Paris. 
It became conclu­ 
sively apparent th at no space would be 
allowed to California other than the one 
nine-hundredth part of the U nited States 
in ta ih of the nine great classifications, or 
th e one five-thousandth part of the world. 
Such an exhibition is by far too micro- 
fKV!>K: to attract attention or to produce 
an y good results. 
The committee, there­ 
fore, very judiciously decided th at unless 
purk-space upon which to erect a building 
in which an instructive State display for 
Ua Jornia could be made, th at all effort in 
th a t direction should be abandoned. 
In 
fact, the committee had no choice in the 
premises. 
They were informed distinctly 
th a t no separate space could be allowed to 
C alifornia; that no collective exhibition 
w ould be perm itted to California ; th at the 
sp ice taken by the U nited States G overn­ 
m ent and allotted to America was already 
full. 
Practically they found the doors of 
th e Paris Exposition closed to them , or at 
least closed to any addition to th at already 
m ade by the Commissioner of A griculture 
a t W ashington, and w hat th at public 
functionary has done we have already ade­ 
quately noted. 


T he committee has made a virtue of 
necessity by declaring th at unless they 
can m ake a separate and collective exhibit 
a p a rt from the great W orld's Exhibition, 
i t will not be judicious to go fnrther 
in to th e m atter. 
Since it was inqiossible 
to m ake a collective exhibit, and since it 
w is impossible to secure space for addi­ 
tio n a l exhibits, the committee m ight have 
saved itself some elecutionarv effort bv 
saviug th a t it was not judicious to make 
a n exhibition in Paris unless an exhibi­ 
tio n could he made. 
Thus th e m atter 
stands. 
If California is to lie represented 
a t th e W orld’s F air in P aris in 1889 be- 
vund th e representation and illustration 
« e a g e rly accorded by the Commissioner oí 
A griculture, she must obtain park space, 


erect a building, collect exhibits and run 
a little W orld’s F a ir of her own. 
There 
is some promise of advantage in this prop- 1 
osition; there appears to lie none in any ■ 
other direction. 
If th e Commissioner of 
A griculture at W ashington had handed to 
the Commissioners appointed by his Ex- 
celiencv, the Governor, th e proportionate 
hare of California, and th at money had 
been supplemented by such voluntary con­ 
tributions as would have been made and 
such tender of articles for exhibition, 
free, as could have been collected, Califor­ 
nia would have received better attention, 
more adequate representation, and would 
have 
enjoyed 
correspondingly 
greater 
benefits. 
W hat the R epresentatives of this State 
have been doing in Congress in this and 
other public m atters touching the inter­ 
ests of the State they represent, we are 
not advised. 
W e presume they are act­ 
ing very efficiently. 
W e have w ith m uch 
pride characterized such of them as have 
been candidates of our party as men of 
ability, 
energy 
and 
efficiency, 
and 
we 
are 
not 
disposed to retract. 
It 
would, however, give us 
m uch pleas­ 
ure to see the gentlem en upon whom 
we have bestowed these high compli­ 
ments manifest some regard for our repu­ 
tation for veracity, by verifying the good 
opinion we have entertained of them and 
the partiality of th eir constituency, by 
occasionally showine some regard for the 
interests of the people they represent. 
Perhaps, however, this m atter of repre­ 
sentation at Paris has not been deemed 
worthy of the attention of our honorable 
Representatives. 
Pei haps th e opportu­ 
nity of advertising the manifold possibili- 
sies of our country to the world is of 
sm all value. 
Opinions concerning this, 
however, are widely at variance. 
There 
are people who believe th at the future of 
California depends upon a thorough ex­ 
position of the possibilites of its clim ate 
and its general desirableness as a place of 
residence. 
W e are attem pting to found an empire 
here on the Pacific slope. 
T he founding 
of empires is not th e work of pigmies. 
G reat countries are produced by great 
men. 
W hatever the advantages of soil or 
clim ate may be, it takes a superior race to 
‘make those advantages available to m an­ 
kind. 
The clim ates and soils of Califor­ 
nia were under aboriginal rule exactly 
w hat they were under M exican control. 
They have rem ained the same under 
Am erican settlem ent. 
T he difference be­ 
tween w hat the State exhibits to-day in 
the way of progress towards a higher 
plane of civilization is not the difference 
of soils, of rivers, of rainfall, of trees or of 
r .cks; in short, of territorial area or cli­ 
m atic condition. 
I t is attributable solely 
to the difference of m otive and purpose 
and the difference in the exaltation of the 
life; the nobleness of the personality of 
those who now til! its soil, direct its com­ 
merce and control its civilizing influences. 


A FLATTENED SENSATION. 


T he San Francisco Examiner's attem pted 
sensation has flattened out, and th at jour­ 
nal is now hedging for all it is worth. 
T he only effect its folly can have will be to 
create a false impression at the East. 
As 
we said on Saturday, the labor conditions 
to-day are precisely w hat they were on 
election day. 
No intelligent man ever ex­ 
pected the transition from the condition 
of Chinese cheap labor to substitution for 
it of w hite labor at good wages to be made 
w ithout some friction. 
B ut th at any “ in­ 
dustrial crisis ” is upon us, is absurd. 
The 
two things of all others for which the peo­ 
ple have been laboring is the institution 
of a system of small land holdings and the 
substitution for servile cheap labor, of well- 
paid labor by men and women who con­ 
tribute to State-building and development. 
T he one foremost argum ent in all these 
years of anti-Chinese agitation has been 
th at ( hiñese cheap labor has been a bar­ 
rier to the coming in of the workers we 
have most needed and whom we are now 
certain to receive ; moreover, it has l>een 
the one chief cause th at has kept our resi­ 
dent workers out of th e field of product­ 
ive industry. 
W e have now arrived at a 
point where we can see the beginning of 
th at diversification of agricultural indus­ 
tries th a t is inseparable from a labor con­ 
dition th at pnts the intelligent workers of 
our own race foremost, and insures th eir 
permanency with us, instead of the spas­ 
modic and brief employm ent for a few 
m onths in the year of a homeless and pur­ 
poseless class of workers. 
W e are State 
building ; we are bidding for and receiving 
the perm anent labor elem ent essential to 
it, to which we have so long extended an 
invitation—an elem ent out of w hich will 
spring homes and independence and per­ 
m anent prosperity. 
If there is this year 
or next some little inconvenience, or even 
some loss in the harvest, it will he as 
nothing to the great end to be attained and 
in the direction of which we have in the 
last two years made such gratifying pro­ 
gress. 
T he Examiner has succeeded in 
nothing in all this m atter except to gain 
some unenviable notoriety, and to create 
false impressions concerning the labor 
fields of California, but which, fortunately, 
are being dissipated by the vigorous testi­ 
mony of the people and the press. 


A MATTER OF HUMOR. 


On the occasion of the reception of !he 
Teachers’ Convention in this city last 
week, when general good feeling prevailed 
and a sense of hum or pervaded the assem­ 
blage, 
the com plim entary rem arks in ­ 
dulged in, and the local invitation to the 
teachers to “ take in” Sacramento and be 
of us, brought out M r. Madison Babcock of 
San Francisco in response, his remarks 
taking the tone of the pleasantry of the 
hour. 
H aving been a residen* of Sacra­ 
mento, and one of those who labored to 
secure the holding of the Convention here, 
he took the liberty to reply facetiously to 
some Los Angeles delegate’s raillery about 
the sunless and very wet weather then 
prevailing, and the river disturbed by the 
storm. 
H e explained that he bad prom ­ 
ised, among other things for Sacramento, 
good weather, and am idst the great m erri­ 
m ent of the entire Convention he indulged 
in some bits of hum or, iu comparison, about 
Los Angeles. 
I t happens that his remarks 
have been taken w ith some seriousness by 
a few sensitive people in the south. 
Our 
friends should understand, what the tvpes 
failed to adequately convey, th a t the 
speech was w ithout a particle of harsh or 
jealous feeling, and was simply of the 
m erry mood, and th at its hum or and w ittv 
passages were thoroughly enjoyed bv the 
delegates, and were by none more merrily- 
applauded than by those from the south, 
who gave and took w itty “hits” in the 
best of spirits.

THE RAILROADS. 


The Southern Pacific Company H u a 
Successful Tear. 
[S. F. Alta, December 28th. | 
The year ju st closing has been the most 
profitable the Southern Pacific Company 
has ever had. The returns of the last few 
m onths show that the rem arkable increase 
of business which was so noticeable in Ja n ­ 
uary and February has been m aintained. 
The total earnings have reached an enor­ 
mous sum , m ore than fulfilling Colonel 
Crocker's prediction m ade in January, that 
they would reach $40,000,000. The operat­ 
ing expenses have kept pace with the in ­ 
creased income, however, for tha reason 
that the com pany at the end of last year 
was in no condition to handle the enor­ 
mous tonnage 
awaiting 
transportation. 
Though in a fair condition to handle a 
$28,000,000 buaineas, neitber rolling-stock 
nor road-bed were com m ensurate with the 
requirem ents of a traffic which rolled the 
com pany's receipts up to so large a sum . 
The great enlargem ent of traffic was m ainly 
brought about by the increase in popula­ 
tion. its first result was a freight blockade, 
which caused incalculable loss; its second 
a dearth of freight cars all over the country. 


IN AD M IRABLE CONDITION. 
T he com pany’s property, however, is 
now in an adm irable condition. There is 
a sufficiency of m otive power, a sufficiency 
of freight-cars and of passeuger-coaches. 
The road bed is in excellent condition; a 
double track between Port Costa and Oak­ 
land facilitates the handling of business. 
The equipm ent purchased and the improve­ 
m ents made, however, are ail of the most 
substantial character. 
Further additions 
will be unnecessary for some tim e to come. 
Thus, the returns' for 1889 will probably 
show a m uch greater difference between 
the earnings and operating expenses, allow­ 
ing ioom for a fair net income, which will 
put the Southern Pacific Company on a 
level w ith the o th tr dividend-paying in­ 
stitutions of the country, a dignity it has 
not yet 
reached. 
During 
the eleven 
m onths for which the returns are given, 
the California and Oregon system became a 
part of the Southern Pacific. 
Its revenues, 
though included, do not cut m uch of a fig­ 
ure, nor do they account for the rem ark­ 
able increase. 
This road 
is of greater 
fu tu re than present value, its present earn­ 
ing capacity 
peing confined 
alm ost to 
freight business. In the appended table 
th e returns given for November are esti­ 
m ated, the actual figures not being pre­ 
pared. Those for the other ten m onths are 
accurate:

That our school-rooms are 
essentially bare and ugly, is proved by their 
forlomness when one" remains in them 
after the bright young faces have left for 
the day, or when from the sunny street one 
enters a deserted school-house. 
The culture of asthetic feeling is too 
generally neglected among us, and yet 
there is a yearning in all natures towards 
beauty in form aud color as well as in 
sound. As day by day we increase our 
ability to appreciate beauty, the more beau­ 
tiful will a btaatiful life and beautiful 
thoughts be to us. We must infer, then, 
that the cultivation of taste is a moral duty 
—a duty that will lead us and our pupils, 
step by step, to higher planes of thought 
and enjoyment. To make a school-room 
attractive, it is not necessary that we have 
costly woods, marble, bronze or gilding; 
but we must have a sense of fitness and 
artistic taste, and not hesitate at a little 
trouble. 
Cleanliness is the first thiD g. Long be­ 
fore we formulated principles of esthetics 
we were taught that “cleanliness is next to 
godliness.” 
Especially in 
the 
higher 
classes for girls, should we never weary of 
reminding them that a lady is always 
dainty and refined in her surroundings. 
She recommended that the walls of the 
school-room be of some light tint which 
will make it look more home-like, and will 
often form a great relief to the eye. The 
disfigured desks too often show’ that we 
have not taught respect for public property 
nor proper care for things not our own. 
As many reference books and desirable 
books as can be obtained should be placed 
within the reach of the pupils. 
The more 
we can interest the pupil in making the 
school-room attractive, the more we are do­ 
ing to develop a feeling of loyalty and 
pride in the school, and to create a desire 
tor refined 
and tasteful 
surroundings. 
Children will love a school-room which 
they have be’ped to make beautiful, and 
alter they have left school will always be 
more interested in its prosperity and use­ 
fulness. 
All work left or put on the blackboard 
should be neatly aud well done, and such 
work is really an ornament to the room. 
With some trouble and little expense 
mottoes can be cut from tinted paper in 
artistic text, and when placed over the 
doors and suitable places on the walls, will 
be effective, and will teach great truths 
that will never be forgotten, for "what is 
obvious to the eye becomes clear to the 
mind.” Boxes of plants and baskets of 
blooming flowers aud trailing vines will 
beautify a school-room. Two pupils should 
be appointed each weak to keep vases filled 
with fresh cnt flowers and vines, and in 
this way many a pupil will learn the art of 
arranging flowers. In the country the re­ 
sources in tbe way of moss-covered wood, 
cones, reed9, pampas plumes, grasses and 
the like are very great, and will fully repay 
all trouble in obtaining and placing them. 
Color should be used whenever possible. 
"Of all gifis to the sight ot man, color is 
the holiest, the most divine.” Nothing adds 
more to theattractiveness of the school-room 
than copies of noble pictures, statues and 
views of classic scenes. The educating in­ 
fluence of these cannot be estimated. Of 
its silent, uplifting-influence, those who 
have lived in the presence of a good copy 
of Raphael’s Sistine Madonna can testify. 
It is better to have no pictures upon our 
walls than to have those which are not 
truly artistic, for they should be such as 
will educate the pupil to care only for the 
best. The ordinary cbromos aud litho­ 
graphs are entirely out of the question. 
Stolen goods are generally cheap and poor, 
and artotypes are usuaily thefts. 
They 
give us a very imperfect idea of the grand 
original, and hence are to be avoided. 
Better than artotypes—better lhan almost 
anything else—are the photographs taken 
from the original works of art. 
If 
the 
pupils 
of 
each 
class 
as 
it 
graduates 
from 
the 
high 
or 
grammar 
schools 
would 
contribute 
from teu to twenty-five cents each, one 
photograph neatly framed or some work of 
art might easily be added each year, and it 
will not only be a pleasure for the gradu­ 
ates to think that they have left a class 
memento in the school, but it will be a 
strong link in the chain that will bind 
them to their Alma Mater. In an Eastern 
Normal School this plan was adopted over 
a score of years ago, and to-day it is rich in 
pictures, busts and other valuable gilts of 
tbe graduatiug classes. 
Besides reproductions of works of art, 
there ought to be good portraits of our 
poets auu other eminent men, whose noble 
faces and noble works may silently lead 
the pupil’s soul to " finer issues of thought 
aud aspiration.” 
An effort on the part of the teacher to 
encourage neatness and good taste in dress 
is certainly a duty. The most important 
means to this end is the appearance of tbe 
teachers themselves. When we realize how 
we are daily observed from the crowns of 
our heads to the soles of our boots by the 
little people before U3; when we realize 
that we are daily object-lessons to our pu­ 
pils, we can feel the great importance of 
perfect neatness and good ta9te in dress. 
Beyond the decorations of our school 
wails ; beyond the flowers in the windows ; 
beyond the attractive dre3s of the teachere 
a n d pupils, the influence oí beautiful man­ 
ners is the greatest tactor in making the 
school-room attractive. 
Emerson says : 
“ A beautiful form is better than a beautiful 
face ; a beautiful behavior is better than a 
beautiful form ; it gives a higher pleasure 
than statues or pictures ; it is the finest of 
tbe fine arts.” 
By frequent lessons on manners and eti­ 
quette ; by never missing an opportunity 
to insist on the pupils being truly courteous 
to every one, and above all, by the daily 
example of the teacher herself, beautiful 
behavior is cultivated.

E l P aso, December 29th.—This city is greatly 
excited over the news, which has just w en re­ 
ceived, of a great Clerical rising in the City of 
Mexico and tne utter and bloody defeat of the 
(Tericals. which took place yesterday. 
At 8 o’clock on Thursday night, it seems, 
Father Jose Gasper, a well-known priest, hur­ 
ried to the National Palace and asked for an 
immediate and secret interview with President 
Diaz. What he disclosed is not known, but a 
few m inutes afterward warrauts of arrest were 
made out for a large num ber of prominent 
people, but when the officers went after them 
not one of them could be found. 
At 11 o’clock that night an immense mob at­ 
tacked the National Palace, joined and rein­ 
forced by the garrisons oí at least three barracks 
aud some pieces of artillery 
The conflict was fierce and bloody, but the 
Government held its own and gained a victory. 
Three Generals and several high officers were 
killed. The Government took over 2,000 prison­ 
ers. At the first fighting seventy-two Clericals 
were among the slain, which numbered 250. 
The next day 200 additional Clericals were 
arrested and ordered to be shot, among them 
the Archbishop. 
A number of women got up petitions to have 
them reprieved, but it is not thought that they 
met with success. Great excitem ent prevails at 
Chihuahua, where Governor Carillo called the 
S ate Legislature together at once, and ordered 
that all the priests be arrested. It seems to have 
been the last effort of the Clerical party against 
the Government. 


AN “ ALL-INNOCENTS’ DAY CANARD. 
E l Paso (Tex.), December 30th.—A newspaper 
published in Chihuahua, Mex., on December 
28th and received here yesterday, contains a 
thrilling account of an alleged Papist uprising 
in the City of Mexico. The story, in brief, is 
the same as told in the special dispatches last 
night. It was seized upon by a correspondent 
of a New York paper and telegraphed irom 
here. This narrative Is purported to have been 
received by the Chihuahua papers by wire from 
the City of Mexico. Upon inveitigation, the 
terrible tale turns out to be a huge hoax, per­ 
petrated by Chihuahua newspapers upon their 
readers. 
December 28th is “ All-Innocents’ 
Day,” and is celebrated in Mexico as / oril 1st 
has been in the United States and eL wuere. 
Intelligent Mexicans of this city place no credit 
to the Chihuahua story. It is hinted that the 
perpetrators of the canard will be called to ac­ 
count.

Lift up the gill covers and under them 
will he seen a soft dark-red mass, not un­ 
like a slice of raw liver. This is part of 
the gills. 
Leave them for the present and 
open the mouth. To all appearances it is 
rather a small mouth in proportion to the 
size of the fish. 
Nothing worthy of notice 
will be seen at first, the onl.vobjects within 
the mouth being the tongue, which is 
quite small and hard, and a number of 
pink projections arranged in successive 
rows and looking like long and very slen­ 
der teeth. 
By this time the water will 
have become much discolored anu must be 
changed, a slight, dark-red stream contin­ 
ually oozing from beneath the gill covers. 
Before placing the fish in fresh water take 
it to a tap, and allow a stream of water to 
fiow into its mouth and out at the gill cov­ 
ers. 
How is this? 
The scarlet hue of the 
head is lapidly paling, and in a few min­ 
utes disappears altogether. 
It does not 
belong to the living fish, although most 
persons assume that the scarlet hue is the 
normal color of the herring’s head. The 
living fish i; of a pure silvery white, as I 
have often had the opportunity of seeing. 
The red hue only shows itself after the 
fish has been removed from the water, and 
is due to extravasated blood. 
Again look 
under the gill covers. 
The gills are there, 
hut so altered as to be scarcely recognized 
as the dark red masses which were seen 
before. 
They have lost all their color, the 
water having washed the blood out o f 
them, and are now pale gray. 
Moreover, 
they are evidently not solid masses, but 
are composed of several layers, each layer 
being formed of a vast number of delicate 
plates, leaflets, or lamime. — Lorujnmn's 
Magazine.
